Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 3. and 6-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 contains the limitation of stacking semiconductor die where an adhesive is 
applied to an underside of a die and then the die is picked and held by the apparatus, 
and while being held by the apparatus, and a second die Is placed on the adhesive 
layer to form the die stack, which is then placed unto a temporary surface. This 
limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 is not taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record. Pai {US006503776B2 and US006387728B1 ) forms the stack 
by first bonding a die to a substrate and then bonding a die to the first die. Thus, the first 
die is not held by a pick-apparatus when the second die is bonded (stacked). 
Rajagopalan (US006586825B1) also stacks the die in place on the substrate. 

Claims 3 and 6-18 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1.
